COMMUNIST BRAVOES 
ATTACKED. 


CHIANG KAI-SHEK’S . ACTION. 


Conditions in Chapei were vory 
panicky, during Jast week-end 
when it was learned that.Gen. Liu 
Tz, Commander of the 2nd Nation- 
alist Division..and a well-known 
anti-Red leader, had received 
orderg from Generals Chiang Kal- 
shek and Pei Chung-hs{ to disarm 
the guerillas and armed labourers 
In Chapel. ‘ 


The military authorities had got 
news tbat unauthorized persons, 
calling themselves members of the 
26th Division, had,'for some. days, 
been recruiting men in Chapei for 


the so-called Pih Tung Tui, the 


aim of which,'it was said, was to 
gather together all the guerillas 
and send them to the war front 
but which was really to strengthen 
the Communists, . Action was 
hastened when it was learned that 
the guerillas were using their 
arms to rob the people and to 
commit other lawless acts in the 
absence of members of the Shang- 


hat and Woosung Police who, be-| 


cause of their insufficient supply 
of arma, are still afraid to return 
to duty. ; 

As soon as he received Gen. 
Chiany’s order, Gen. Liu, whose 
headquarters are in Chapei, sent 
hin subordinate to the -hHfferent 
Jabour headquarters to disarm the 
ruffiang, The regulars were hea- 
vily armed and their instructions 
suys the N.C.D. News, ‘were to 
surround, the places and to re- 
frain from firing unless they were 
first fired upon by the guerillas 
and unless it was absolutely neces- 
sary, ae : 


Pih Tung Tui Attacked. 


Chapei Merchant Voluntecrs, who

ceeded in disarming a number of 
men there and arresting some of 
the ringleaders, including a' man 
who deseribed himself as chief of 
staff and assistant divisional com- 
munder, The divisiona] chief, 
however, was absent and, in, spite 
of a strict search, he could not be 
found, It was learned later that 
he had fled into the Settlement for 
safety, This man’s name is Kiang 
Tien-kuei and he is.still on. the 
“wanted” list, he 

The next step wag to visit the 
Pih Tung Tui headquarters, where 
the members put up some resist- 
ance. . This place jvas near the 
Shanghai North Station and, ay 
most of the men were’in mufti, it 
was dificult for the soldiers to 
get at them without killing. inno- 
cent peoplé. As soon as the mem- 
bers of the Pih Tung Tui opened 
fire, this was returned by the 
regulars, ‘who succeeded in driv- 
ing them out of their headquarters 
after more than 15 minutes’ fight- 
ing, during which, it is said, aboot 
1,000 shots were fired. . The 
headquarters having been invaded, 
the regulars pressed forward’ and, 
assisted by others who were post- 
ed behind the place, disarmed the 
entire force. A number of arrests 
were mode and it was found that 
six men had been wounded and 
two killed, -all of the casualties 
being in the Pih Tung Tui ranks, 


Further Raids and Firing. 


“On Saturday, half-dozen other 
places were raided in-,a similar 
manner, these including the Hsin 
Wu Tai Theatre in Sinkiang Rond, 
Chapei,.2 house in ‘Hsin Ming 
Rond, the former. police head- 
quarters where a staff officer of 
General Liu was captured. On 
hearing of this @eneral Liu’ des- 
patched his chief of staff who pre- 
sented his card-to the, Commercinl 
Pross ‘Club nnd demanded the man’s 
relense. This was refused, 
spite of the fact that “Gen. Liu 
promiyed to act as tho officer's 
guarantor, ‘Thereupon Gen. Lin 
sent a detachment - of his body- 
guards. At this, the Commercial 
Press workers all “downed tools” 
and some 300 of them, who were 
armed, wont out to meet the 
soldiers. The printing house was 
at once closed down, ‘as’ were most 
of the shops of the district,:and 
there.was a general oxodus for re- 
fuge in the Settlemont.

Nowhere in Russia is the con- 
trast between old and new more 
atriking and more dramatic than 
in Leningrad.

forward in this respect during the 
Inat two or three years, and Lenin- 
grad now occupies its pre-war 
position in Russian industrial life. 


_ Besides its significance as a port 
and an industrial city, Leningrad 
seems éxcellently fitted to become 
a sejentific centre for'the Soviet 
Union. ' The Academy of Sciences, 
founded: two hundred’ years ago 
by Peter the Great, is one of the 
most important central scientific 
and cultural institutions . in the 
country,, And, as the Soviet 
Health Commissar, Dr. Nikolai 
Semashko, has pointed out, Lenin- 
grad ig far_ better equipped, than 
Moscow with buildings suitable 
for libraries, - laboratories, and 
scientific research institutions.

A financial paper has recently 
had two or three letters respectingr 
crene soles, which the first writer 
on the subject suggested were go- 
ing out ag the result of their in- 
ability to grip the pavement in wet 
weather. To remedy this Mr. 
James Hargreaves suggests hav- 
ing a strip of stout Igather about 
Y-%, in. wide sewn all-round the 
edge of shoos or boots, having had 
the necessary amount-of the rub- 
ber cut down go that the bearing, 
surface of the leather on ground’ 
is flush with that of the crepe 
rubber, then he ‘will never more 
experience any danger-of slipping 
on.any surface. His Chinese boot. 
maker in Malaya, he says, alwaya 
made his boots for estate wear on 
this plan, and there was never 
any slipping even round the crepe- 


ing machines, although tho latter 


spot is always very greasy and 
slippery. 

There is also a new material, 
made from rubber latex, and ‘only 
just put on the market.. A cor- 
resnondont said he had’ o pair 
made up and {s delighted. with the 
result, for the natural springinesa, 
comfort and ght weight of crepe 
rubber have been retained; more- 
over, even cn the greaslest roads 
it dpes not slip.

Commercial! Press Union Murder.

Nows reached Gen, Liu that the 
exceution was going io lake place 
so he sent his chief of staff, witha 
bodyguard when it was feared that 
fighting: would break out. 

Tronble, however, was averted 
and the workers promised to hand 
back the oflicer. This promise was 
not kept and yesterday « ‘morning 
the unfortunate man was taken 
out and executed. What Gen. 
Li’y next — step will be, is 
awaited with interes! Meanwhile, 
the workers are still in control of 
the Commercial Press. 

Strict Martial Law. 

Gen, Chiang Kai-shek has issued 
another proclamation, thal he is 
enforcing strict martial law be- 
cause unruly workers are getting 
out of hand and must, be controlled. 


.| Rumours, he‘says, are being spread 


of the Settlement baing taken by 
force, but this must not be as all 
negotiations .must be carried 
on peacefully. Rumour-mongers, 
therefore, will be arrested and 
punished.

26, appointing General Yu Yu-jen 
as Gommander-in-Chief at the 
front, General Tenge Pao-shan as 
Viee-Commander-in-Chicf at the 
front and concurrently Commander 
of the Jst Route Army, General
